A most unusual and spectacular 


fire occurred at Jeffersonville a t a 


late hour Tuesday night, w hen the 


caboose on south-bound freig h t No. 
55 cau g h t fire and burned to ashes, 
and B rakem an D aniels w as serious­ 
ly burned before he could m ake his 
escape from the bu rn in g caboose. 
The tra in was ru n n in g along at 
good speed 
north of Jeffersonville 
w hen B rakem an Daniels discovered 
th a t the fire needed rekindling, and 
he picked up w hat he supposed w as 
a can of kerosene, but which proved 
to be gasoline, and an in sta n t later 
there was a loud explosion and the 
n tire room was filled w ith flames. 
It was with th e utm ost difficulty 
th a t D aniels made his escape, and 
when he did reach the outside he 
w as horribly burned and his cloth­ 
ing w as on fire. 
He was later sent

There are three supply pipes on the 
first model and these are held by the 
firemen in their mouths, with a hard 
rubber holder, which is perforated and 
looks like the noseguards worn by 
football players 
“While I will not say positively, not 
knowing anything about the experi­ 
ments of the New Yorkers, it appears 
to me that a contrivance built accord­ 
ing to the description would not be 
practical.” said Assistant Chief O’Con 
nor.
